Homo naledi. 

Here in cape town, pupils at universities are protesting the funding of this 'study' while their fees are 
going up. it is clear the universities need more money, of course. 

If the universities want to generate more money for themselves without the income from the pupils fees 
going up, then they need to make a quick deal, as this will send fees up for good, i mean, they need to 
make a direct deal where they come away with immediate cash, as that is what i think this is about.
